Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention pertains to a circuit (independent claims 9 and 20) and 
method of shift encoding including a shift redundancy record representing positions of 
transitions between functional bits and defective bits in the memory, and a hints record 
representing numbers of bits in sets of consecutive defective bits in the memory. The 
claimed invention (claim 1 being exemplary of the independent method claims) recites 
the following features: 

"A computer-implemented method for use in a computer system including a 
memory, the memory including a plurality of bits tangibly embodied in the memory at a 
plurality of positions, the method comprising steps of: 

(A) identifying the position of a bit in a set of n consecutive defective bits tangibly 
embodied in the memory; 

(B) generating an entry in a shift redundancy record indicating that the bit 
identified in step (A) is defective, the entry and the shift redundancy record being, 
tangibly embodied in a shift redundancy circuit; and 

(C) generating a hint record indicating the number n of bits in the set of 
consecutive defective bits, the hint record being tangibly embodied in the shift 
redundancy circuit." 
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The prior arts of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the above combination 
of elements within a memory device encoding positions of defective bits and generating 
a hint record to indicate the number of defective bits in such a redundancy record or 
memory map. Therefore claims 1-22 are allowable over the prior arts of record.
